The State merely introduced  testi- 
to show that Guard Clay was 
killed by one of the convicts and sey- 
eral physicians who testiffed as to the 
nature of the wound whidh caused his 
death. 

The defense began fs ° testimony 
at 1:30 and will complete it within twe 
hours, so that the case will probably 
go to the jury this afternoon. The at- 
torneys have not decided whether or 
not the convicts will be placed on the 
stand in their own defense. 

Jake Wegeman of Loose Creek, Cole 
County, first witness for the defense, 


who was a visitor at the Penitentiary 
the day of the outbreak, denied the 
accuracy of the testimony of Deputy 
Warden See and Charles. W oodland, 
witnesses for the State. 

Visitor Describes Outbreak. 

Wegeman added a humorous touch 
to the trial by his rather quaint man- 
ner of testifying. 

“I was sitting in the Deputy War- 
den's office when a convict came in.’ 
he said. “He had a big gun. I thought 
it kind of a funny thing for a convict 
to be carrying around, but thought 
maybe he had been sent In with it. 
The next instant three more came in. 
They had hig guns. 

“Before I had time to think any more 
one hold a gun ‘at my head and told 
me to throw up-my hands. I did so. 
and exclaimed: ‘Don’t shoot me.’ 

“The others walked over to Mr. See 
and said: ‘Old man, you're the one we 
want.” Then they shot him.’ 

Wegeman told of being taken by con- 
victs with See to the wagon gate. Dep- 
uty Warden See tesiifled the gate was 
opened for a wagon to pase, but W exge- 
man said it was opened by Clay on a 
signal from See. He denied Woodland’s 
testimony that Woodland was there 
with a wagon. 

Wageman, though he denied the accur- 
acy Gt practically all the State's testi- 
mony, inade a very-good witness for the 
State, testifying that Clay was shot by 
one of the convicts.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Prof. H. W. 
Wiley, chief of the Chemistry Bureau 
of the Department of Agriculture, makes 
the following statement: 

“We do not know anything about the 





milk we have left at our homes or the 
condition under which it is produced,” 
jms added.

the date on their goods; if they did, it 
would kill the sale.”

TRIP. OF SUICIDE 


Hippolyte Francois, Airship In- 
ventor, Says Newspapers’ 
Plan Is Impracticable. 








AEROSTATION NECESSARY 





Declares Time Will Come When 
Trip Will Be Easily 
Made. 


The assignment of Walter Wellman, 
well Known Chicago newspaper corres- 
pondent, to find the North Pole is con- 
sidered impossible at present by Hip- 
polyte I*rancois, the Frénch airship in- 
ventor who is in St. Louis for the pur- 
pose of considering plans for the erec- 
tion of an aero station. 

Mr. Wellman, to execute his commis- 
sion, decided to try a balloon from be- 
yond about the 83d _ paraliel. Santos 
Dumont has been commissioned to build 
the balloon.

M. Francois has not abandoned the 
idea of building an aerostation in St. 
Louis and making this city the central 
airship city of the western continent. 
New York companies have made him 
offers, but he prefers to wait in hope 
that St. Louis capatilists will favor his 
plan. ; 

‘‘To me it is a question of sentiment. 
I like St. Louis and I want to see her 
first of all. I do not want American 
dollars. Men who favor my plan of 
building an aero-park may put all their 
money in the bank and govern its ex- 
penditure. I only want to make the 
experiments. 

“T am sure that I could guarantee St. 
Louis a gain of 20 per cent population 
in a year if the aero-park is established 
and an investment of 10 cents by each 
citizen would: make that possible. 

“Not a dwelling house would be for 
rent in St. Louis if an aero-park were 
placed here and the eyes of foreigners 
would be constantly upon this new 
Paris.’

Money agreed with Mr. Lodge that the 
annexation of Santo Domingo was un- 
desirable, and he declared that “if today 
the United States would relieve herself 
of every island of the sea the country 
would be immeasurably stronger.’’ He 
added that if we continued our policy 
of taking in inferior people the nation 
must sink of its own weight unless we 
can change our form of government. 

He argued that the propingugity of 
Santo Domingo to Porto Rico should 
not influence the United States. Porto 
Rico is 2000 miles away, and if we are 
to be led by that line of reasoning, we 
would in time have a string of islands 
around the world. “If,’’ he said, ‘‘we 
are going to make good the President's 
promise of being useful to other na- 
tions, we will soon find our hands so 
full of the business of other people that 
will not attend to our own.”

The contents instead consisted 
few private papers, a deed to a ceme- 
tery lot and s¢veral diaries written in 
Spanish. The diaries were the most in- 
teresting discovery because they contain 
the story of the remarkable career of 
the Countess in her own words. No one 
but Coroner Jermon, the family’s at- 
torney and an interpreter were permit- 
ted to examine any of the papers. 

The entries in the diaries were but 
partially translated, although enough 
was learned from the brief examination 
to demonstrate that but little has been 
known of the woman's singular life or 
her experiences on two continents. The 
Countess, although hiring outsiders to 
do her corresponding because of her in- 
ability to write in English, trusted no 
one with the secrets which she recorded 
in her note-books.

His records 
show that such a deed, written in Span- 
ish on parchment, was photographed in 
1874. but the negative was destroved 
by fire some years later. This deed was 
brought to the studio by a handsomely 
dressed woman of foreign appearance 
and distinguished address. These de- 
tails were recorded at the time because 
of the: unusual nature of the proceed- 
ing. The woman gave her name as De 
Battencourt. 

Early Life of Countess. 

Some of the details of the mysterious 
woman’s early life were disclosed by 
William Folsom, her son by her first 
husband, who was a sea captain. Fol- 
som is at present staying at the home 
where the woman died, 625 North Mar- 
shall street, but his home is in New 
York. According to his story, the 
Countess came to this country with her 
parents when a young girl. She worked 
as a milliner in New York after her 
father’s death and later went to Bos- 
ton, where she married Capt. Folsom. 
He was drowned on a voyage to Cal- 





cutta, and the Countess then came to 
this city and was married to her sec- 
ond husband, McMurrow, a sailmaker. 
Mr. Folsom said he knew nothing about 
his mother’s finances, but he declared 
that the story of her visit to the Court 
of Spain four years ago was true. 

The Countess professed, during her 
later years, to be greatly worried by 
spies, who, she said, beset her in the 
interests of persons abroad opposed to 
her claim to Spanish estates being rec- 
ognized. One of her closest friends 
and supporters is seid to have been 
William Bushong of New York. A letter 
written by him to Mrs. McMurrow, con- 
taining information to corroborate her 
claim to nobility. is said to be held at 
the postoffice, it having arrived the 
day after the woman's death.

SPENDS HIS OWN. MONEY 





Denying Scientists’ Dicta, He 
Searches for Monster Un- 
derground Streams. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—For a hundred 
years there has been ‘“‘common folks 
belief’’ that subterranean streams, be- 
ginning in the Vermont mountains, flow 
under Long Island. The city of New 
York has determined to bore down and 
find out. 

At various places adjacent to Brook- 
lyn fine, pure, cold water has been ob- 
tained from artesian wells far- many 
years. The United States Government 
survey has Jong ridiculed the pet theory, 
asserting that the water is only the 
natural result of rains and snow that 
have fallen on the island. 

The city ig now under contract with 
Silas W. Titus, a hydraulic engineer, to 
conduct t most exhaustive tests to 
prove the presence of these underground 
sources of water supply. 

Under this agreement Titus has erect- 
ed, at his own expense, all the necessary 
machinery, hag furnished all the labor 
for drilling wells, putting in pumps and 
air compressors, laying mains and pipes, 
and has assumed the full resnonsibility 
for every expenditure connected with 
the work, which already has run into 
thousands of dollars. He does not ask 
a penny in return until he has demon- 
strated that he is able to brihg from the 
earth a.supply which will exceed 15,- 
wu,uuy galions a day.

He has agreed that after he has 
demonstrated his ability to produce this 
quantity of water, and has added an- 
other million to it, he shall receive pay- 
ment at the rate of $40 a million gallons

Protestant Episcopalians Move ' 
for More Liberal Read- 
ing of Bible.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Is there a 
literal hell? Were the dead raised to 
life by Christ? How much credence 
1s to be placed In the visions in reve- 

iotions? 

At last the movement toward a more 
liberal reading of the New Testa- 
ment as to its literal interpretation 
has reached the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. Although the propaganda has 
been quietly conducted for some time, 
the news did not become public un- 
til yesterday. 

Among the leaders in the movement. 
in this city are men who have been 
prominent fn political reform move- 
ments, such as Mayor Seth Low, 
Banker George Foster Peabody, R.

Heretofore the Episcopalians have 
stood side by side with the Catholics 
in their belief in a flery hell and a 
watery deluge. But now ‘there is to 
be a big contest. It wil) vitally con- 
cern the General Theological Sem- 
inary here, which ts turning out 
clergy who are strict sticklers for a 
literal Bible. 

How Bishop Potter stands is not 
known. He itis in Europe. Bishop 
Greer has so far kept aloof from the 
controversy.

Boycotters Are Active, 


The boycott of American goods is 
still in force and boycotting proclama- 
tions by the guilds are being circulated, 
despite the Imperial Government's edict 


against it. These proclamations coniom 
language calculated to inflame tlhe minds 
of the Chinese —— ail foreigners. 
They urge the Chinese to continue the 
boycott ,and so force the repeal of 
America’s exclusion law. 

Whenever one of the proclamations 
appears the American consul calls it to 
the attention of the Viceroy and notifies 
him that the American Government will 
hold him responsible for the disastrous 
results which wi'l certainly follow. Dip- 
lomatic and consular representatives. of 
other foreign nations are taking simi- 
lar steps and great pressure is being 
pat upon the Emperor, as well as the 

‘iceroys. 
The Imperial Government fs almost 
helpless, but it is still endeavoring to co- 
operate with the foreign nations in stop- 
ping the agitation against foreigners. 
Viceroys are acting independently of the 
central government, ignoring the in- 





structions of the. Emperor.

BERLIN, Feb. @—The number of 
students stiendiag the 21 universities 
in Germany rapidly increases. The to- 
tal number of matriculated students is 
at present 42,30. Ten years ago the 
number was oniy 2,117. The best-at- 
tended university is that of Berlin, 
with 8081 matriculated students, and the 
most poorly attended is the Mecklen- 
burg University of Rostock, with 800
